BASIC LINE OF THE PARTY ON POST-WAR 
ECONOMIC CONSTRUCTION | 


ETTING about the rehabilitation and 
development of the national economy 
in the post-war period, the Workers’ Party 
of Korea put forth the tasks of socialist in- 
dustrialization, agricultural co-operativiza- 
tion and socialist transformation of private 
industry and trade and laid down the line 
of extensive socialist construction in the 
northern part of the country. In setting 
these tasks and laying down the line, the 
Party was guided by the consideration that 
extensive socialist construction would tend 
to consolidate the democratic base, the ur- 
gent task facing the country, and took inte 
account the facts that the class conscious- 
ness of the working people had grown dur- 
ing the pre-war days and in the course of 
the severe war and that the political and 
economic foundation of the capitalist ele- 
ments had substantially shrunk. 

For accelerating the post-war rehabilita- 
tion and building of the national economy, 
the Party adopted the basic line of econo- 
mic upbuilding—priority growth of heavy 
industry with simultaneous development ol! 
light industry and agriculture. 

This line represents an example of crea- 
tive application of Marxism-Leninism to 
the social and economic conditions at home. 
The main characteristic features of our Par- 
ty’s economic line in the post-war period 
consist in the facts that priority has been 
given to heavy industry since the early 
days of rehabilitation by overcoming diffi- 
cult conditions and that rehabilitation and 
building of heavy industry have been carti- 
ed on simultaneously with the rapid devel- 
opment of light industry and agriculture 
so as to increase the production of means 
of production in close contact with the in- 
crease of production of consumer goods. 

The Party adopted the line of priority 
growth of heavy industry in the early days 
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of rehabilitation, though the country as yet 
did not have enough funds, It was because ~ 
the building of the foundation of indepen-— 
dent economy was of most vital significance © 
politically and economically in the post-~ 
war conditions. : 

Priority growth of heavy industry was 
urgently needed for accelerating the re- 
habilitation and building of the nationa 
economy. Heavy industry constitutes the 
pre-requisite for successful economic up 
building. Assistance from heavy industry 
was all the more urgently needed for the 
rehabilitation and development of light in 
dustry and agriculture in the post-war peri 
od, in the light of the conditions prevailing 
at home. 

In our country with limited arable land 
to raise harvest per unit area through in 
tensive farming is the basic way of increas 
ing agricultural production. When rehabili 
tation and building of agriculture started 
following the war, there was an acute 
shortage of manpower, draught animals ane 
farm implements owing to the severe wa 
damage. Increased agricultural production 
could be achieved only by rapidly increas 
ing the supply of chemical fertilizers, im 
secticides and farm implements and b 
actively pushing forward irrigation, electri 
fication and mechanization of agriculture 
Hence rehabilitation and building of heavy) 
industry was essential for restoring al 
developing agriculture. a 

Light industry had to depend on heavy 
industry even for raw materials, for agr 
culture was not yet in a position to mee 
fully the need of light industry for raw Ml 
terials. For the rehabilitation and develop 
ment of textile industry, for instance, heav 
industry had to supply in large quantitie 
artificial chemical fibres, along with mé 
chinery, equipment and machine parts. 
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Huge construction projects of production 

establishments, building of dwelling houses 
and cultural and welfare establishments 
aiming at early stabilization and improve- 
_ ment of the people’s living which suffered 
deterioration in the war, called for priority 
to the building-materials industry and other 
branches of heavy industry in rehabilitation 
and development. 


In rehabilitation and construction, priori- 
ty should be given to heavy industry so as 
also to make the most of the potentialities 
in the national economy for the successful 
post-war economic upbuilding. Inasmuch as 
we had a certain heavy industry base, 
though onesided, it was reasonable to re- 
hhabilitate and develop this heavy industry 
ase. This was also necessary for develop- 
ing heavy industry by maki g effective use 
oi favourable natural an geographical 
conditions and, on this basis, developing 
other branches of the national economy. 

_ Taking into account these conditions, the 
Party adopted the basic line of preferential 
rrowth of heavy industry with the simul- 
faneous development of light industry and 
igriculture. ‘ 

‘The situation required that heavy indus- 
ty should not be developed at the expense 
i other economic branches, and the pro- 
jortionate development of light industry 
id agriculture should be effected. 


Early rehabilitation and rapid develop- 
lent of light industry and agriculture was 
urgent task for early stabilization and 
mprovement of the people’s living which 
uilered deterioration in the war. 
Thus the Party, by taking into serious 
Ccount the political and economic tasks 
Mironting the country and the historic 
ditions of the development of the nation- 
/€conomy, adopted the basic line of priori- 
‘growth of heavy industry with simul- 
Meous development of light industry and 
riculture. 
This line envisaging the building of a 
undation of independent industry at an 
iy date provides for the basic policy of 
lizing the socialist industrialization 
fough priority growth of heavy industry 
M1 the machine-building industry as the 
re. 
The tasks in the first stage of the indus- 
alization set forth by the Party were to 
@ the colonial onesidedness and technical 
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backwardness in industry and build a ma- 
terial and technical base for speeding the 
technical re-equipment of the national eco- 
nomy as a whole, that is, to lay the founda- 
tion for the socialist industrialization. In 
setting forth these tasks the Party was 
guided by the consideration that in each 
period concrete tasks should be set in con- 
formity with the actual conditions at home 
so as to properly decide priority in econo- 
mic construction and make effective use of 
potentialities. 

To determine correctly the orientation of 
capital investment was of decisive import- 
ance in industry. 

The Party tackled the problem of capital 
investment primarily in two ways. 

First, in rehabilitating and building 
heavy industry, investment was concentrat- 
ed on those branches closely bound up with 
the improvement of the people’s living. 

Secondly, stress was laid on rebuilding 
old enterprises and refashioning old equip- 
ment with a view to economizing funds and 
getting returns at an early date from the 
investment, while measures were taken to 
rebuild and re-equip these enterprises on 
up-to-date lines and build some new facto- 
ries. 

These

measures were aimed at develop- 
branches directly and indirectly 
connected with the production of urgently 
needed consumer goods, in developing 
heavy industry to meet the immediate needs 
of improving people’s living. 

Thus measures were taken to develop 
both the branches producing means of pro- 
duction for consumer goods manufacture 
and the branches producing means of pro- 
duction for the manufacture of means of 
production. 

Here is a table showing the growth of 
production of means of production for 
heavy industry and the increase of produc- 
tion of means of production for light indus- 
try.

As can be seeen from the above table, in 
the increase of production, the gap between 
the production of means of production for 
heavy industry and of means of production 

‘for consumer goods became narrow. This 
serves to show that in developing heavy in- 
dustry cardinal attention is paid to the 
branches directly associated with the devel- 
opment of light industry and agriculture. 

In the early days of the post-war rehabi- 
litation and building of the national econo- 
my, the fuel, metallurgical, chemical, build- 
ing-materials and machine-building indus- 
tries met the immediate demands for im- 
proving the people’s living. And later, in 
the reconstruction period, these industries, 
on the basis of the achievements already 
attained, could meet the demands of heavy 
industry itself for machinery, equipment 
and raw materials. 

The Party’s line of laying stress on key 
branches in rehabilitating and _ building 
heavy industry so as to meet the immediate 
demands, was aimed at correctly determin- 
ing the order in economic upbuilding and 
most effectively turning to account all 
potentialities. This line proved most ap- 
propriate in the light of the situation at 
home in the post-war period when, though 
funds available were as yet limited, heavy 
industry should be developed preferentially 
while at the same time developing light 
industry and agriculture. 

In socialist transformation of agriculture, 
the Party creatively applied the Marxist- 
Leninist principles and the experiences of 
the fraternal countries to the situation at 
home. Thus the agricultural co-operativiza- 
tion, one of the most difficult tasks of the 
socialist revolution, was successfully ac- 
complished in a comparatively short space 
of time. 

Lenin taught that in socialist transforma- 
tion of agriculture, which means a radical 
change in the life of millions of peasants, 
the principles of gradualness and voluntary 
membership should be observed, that state 
assistance should be given in every way to 
the newly formed agricultural co-operatives 
and that the agricultural co-operativization 
should be accompanied by technical reforms 
of agriculture. 

Faithfully putting into effect the teach- 
ings of Lenin, the Party created conditions 
for agricultural co-operativization, observed 
the principles of gradualness and voluntary 
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membership and overcame certain dogmatic — 


attitudes, thus ensuring successful accom. — 
plishment of the agricultural co-operativi-— 
zation. : 

Confident that the transformation of the 
economic forms alone would bring about 
marked increase of production, the Party, 


in guiding the agricultural co-operative § 
movement, accelerated the transformation 
of economic forms faster than the technical 
reform. This is another example of creative 
application of Lenin’s principles to the con-— 
ditions at home. The Party teok into seri- 
ous account a number of favourable social 
and economic conditions at home—political 
awareness of the peasantry was high; the 
forces opposing the agricultural co-operati- 
vization were weak; and the peasants who 
were engaged in fragmentized economy had 
a strong desire for co-operative farming. 
Acceleration of the transformation of eco 
nomic forms relatively faster than the tech- 
nical reform, therefore, does not mean that 
the reform of production relations proceed 
ed independent of the development of pro 
ductive forces. It was not the scattered 
small-peasant economy, but the large, col- 
lective economy that was required for the 
development of the agricultural productive 
forces. The agricultural productive forces 
that had rapidly grown since land reform 
could not further develop under the condi 
tion of private economy. Socialist transfor- 
mation of agriculture alone would eliminate 
the contradictions between the productive 
forces and production relations in agricul 
ture, contradictions» between agricultur 
based on backward technique and the rapi 
dly developing socialist industry based 0 
modern techniques. But this in no wa 
means that little attention was paid to rein 
forcing the material and technical founda 
tion of agriculture. The Party has all along 
paid profound attention to technical refor 
of agriculture. 

Under the conditions, the Party activel 
pushed ahead with co-operativization rely 
ing on the high political awareness of th 
labouring peasants and corrected in time 
such tendency as to restrict the high rat 
of the co-operative movement or the rapid 
expansion of the co-operatives of highe 
form. 

While accelerating the co-operativization 
the Party actively pushed ahead with th 
irrigation of farmland, the first and fore 
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most task in the technical reforms of agri- 
culture in Korea, and also expedited rural 
electrification and agricultural mechaniza- 
tion to exhibit the advantages of the co- 
operative economy. : 

Now in our countryside irrigation and 
electrification have been completed in the 
main and farm mechanization is progress- 
ng on a broad scale. 

Thanks to the correct, basic line of the 


Party, the agricultural co-operative move- 
ment had successfully. proceeded for 4-5 
years before it was completed in August 
958. 


In the post-war period, the Party effected 
transiormation of private industry and 
fade along socialist lines by the methods 
most suitable to the situation at home. 
In transforming along socialist lines 
ie handicraft, and capitalist industry and 
trade, the Party adopted the line of embrac- 
‘ing them step by step in the co-operatives 

n the principle of voluntariness. This made 
it possible to transform capitalist industri- 
ists and traders into socialist labourers 
Without passing. through any transition 
tage. 

_ Transformation through co-operatives was 
‘the most appropriate way of reorganizing 
Private industry and trade along socialist 
mes, in view of the specific conditions at 
ome in the post-war period when the state 
Sector (public ownership) was predominant 
m industry, privately-owned enterprises, 
Originally of small scale, had become weak- 
f due to war damage, and the petty hus- 

andry, the foothold of private industry and 
Wade, was rapidly shrinking as the agricul- 


By August 1958 socialist transformation 
Mad been completed in towns and country- 
de and the socialist relations of produc- 
Mm came to hold unchallenged sway. 

For the thorough implementation of the 
€Conomic line in the post-war period, the 
arty drew up the measures to increase 
Production at the highest possible rate un- 
t the concrete situation at home. 

For the successful accomplishment of the 
Sconomic line, the Party paid foremost at- 
fention to giving full play to the positive- 
ess and creativeness of the working people 
ald giving correct guidance to the econo- 
mic work. 

=m the early days of rehabilitation and 
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4 co-operativization proceeded success- 


building of the national economy, the Par- 
ty has paid particular attention to improv- 
ing and strengthening the political and 
ideological work among the working people, 
combated conservatism, passivity and my- 
stery about technique in order to give full 
scope to the positiveness and creativeness 
of the working folk, and has striven to 
carry through the mass line in economic 
upbuilding. 

Especially, education of the working peo- 
ple in the brilliant revolutionary traditions of 
the Party has tended to raise the level of 
their ideology and give full play to their en- 
thusiasm in implementing revolutionary 
tasks. 

Correct organizational and political work 
of the Party is the decisive factor in suc- 
cessfully carrying out huge construction 
work in the difficult post-war conditions. 
This means correct realization in our coun- 
try in the post-war period of the Leninist 
principle regarding the integration of politi- 
cal and economic work. 

The Party attaches great significance to 
enlisting and turning to account latent. 
potentialities in order to increase production 
. a high rate and implement its economic 
ine. 

In the struggle for enlisting and turning 
to account all latent reserves the Party has 
paid special attention to the acceleration of 
technical progress, an essential material 
condition for increasing labour productivi- 
ty, and to the utilization of latent potentiali- 
ties in operating equipment. 

While stepping up the introduction of 
modern machinery and equipment with gov- 
ernment investment, the Party-has seen to 
it that the working people wage a patriotic 
labour struggle to mobilize and turn to ac- 
count all latent potentialities for technical 
progress. 

At the time when agricultural mechani- 
zation was launched it was still impossible 
to introduce extensively modern technology 
at one time. In view of such situation, the 
Party saw to it that in mechanizing agri- 
culture both large-size machines of modern 
types and small-size machines are used. 

The Party has directed special attention 
to using machinery and equipment to greater 
efficiency at the factories undergoing recon- 
struction and re-equipment. 

Great successes have been noted in rais- 
ing utility rate of machinery and equipment 
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since the 


December 1956 Plenum of the 
Party Central Committee which called for 
increasing production to the greatest possi- 
ble extent with the manpower and equip- 
ment at hand and for practising maximum 
economy in all fields of the national econo- 
my. 
The nation-wide drive for multiplying ma- 
chine tools was of prime importance for te- 
chnical re-equipment of the national econo- 
my. The Party called on the entire working 
people to launch the drive at a time when 
machine tools were in great need for ac- 
celerating technical re-equipment of the na- 
tional economy. The drive resulted in manu- 
facturing in a year more than 13,000 ma- 
‘chine tools over and above the plan. This 
is a splendid achievement, an achievement 
attained through the rapid increase of the 
utility rate of machine tools. 

Consequently, this made it possible to de- 
velop further the machine-building industry 
without additional appropriation of funds 


and further reinforce the technical equip- 


ment at many local factories. The Party saw 
to it that the working people extensively mo- 
bilize and turn to account the latent reserves 
in local areas and, at the enterprises of cen- 
tral industry, make effective use of latent 
potentialities. Mobilization and utilization of 
reserves in local areas led to the emergence

In 1960, the total industrial output value 
IS 7.7 times that in the pre-liberation year 
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of 1944, or 6.4 times as high as in the pre- 
war year of 1949, and in agriculture a re- 
cord harvest of grain was gathered—1.6 
times as high as in the pre-liberation days. 

In 1960, real wages of factory and office 
workers were more than double the figure 
for the pre-war year, while the living of the 
peasants reached the level of middle or well- 
to-do middle peasants.

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N the 6th of May, a colourful 
O ceremony marked the comple- 
tion of the vinalon factory in Ham- 
heung. An air of festivity filled the 
city. The construction workers hon- 
oured their pledge to complete the 
construction of the vinalon factory 
before May Day. And the citizens 
of Hamheung also contributed many 
days' labour to the construction 
work. 

Present at the ceremony were 

Premier Kim I] Sung and other Party 
and government leaders. 
’ Comrade Li Jong Ok, Vice-Premier 
and Chairman of Heavy Industry 
Commission, presided at the cere- 
mony. Premier Kim Il Sung cut the 
tape across the front of the Alde- 
hyde Workshop amidst the cheers of 
the crowd. Thus the world No. 1 
vinalon factory was completed, a 
colossal monument of the Chullima 
era. 

Guided by Dr. Li Seung Ki, La-

The vinalon factory consists of 
some 50 buildings, the total floor 
space being 125,000 square metres. 

The whole of factory is mechaniz- 
ed and automated with some 15,000 
precision machines and apparatuses. 
The temperature and moisture in the 
buildings can be regulated. All ma- 
jor machines have special appara- 
tuses communicating the condition of 
machines to the central automatic 
control board. 


The vinalon factory was built only 
in a year with equipment and ma- 
terials produced in Korea and with 
our own technique. 

Premier Kim Il Sung visited the 
construction site in August, 1960, 
shortly after the work was started. 


His visit immensely encouraged 
the workers who had pledged them- 
selves to complete the work before 
May Day this year. 

Every day for eight months 10,000 
cubic metres of earth were remov- 
ed, 500 to 600 cubic metres of con- 
crete tamping was done, and 100,000 
bricks were laid. Construction of 
main buildings went on at an amaz- 
ing speed. No wonder a new term 
“Vinalon Speed" was coined. Many 
builders surpassed the daily quotas 
by 3,500 per cent.

The vichlon 
factory and the. vinalon factory i 
Hamheung and the chemical ane 
synthetic fibre’ factories in Chung 
jin and Shinuijoo will make it pos 
sible for our country to turn ou 
500 million metres of fabrics a yea 
in the near future. 

The completion of the vinaion fac 
tory marks a step forward in th 
development of chemical industr 
in the country. It is expected 
synthetic rubber factory, a nylo 
factory, a nitron factory, and 
weedkillers manufacturing factor 
will be constructed in the near fu 
ture.

raw materials will be reed and maize stalks. The 
compound of factory covers 380,000 square me- 
tres, its total floor space being over 100,000 
Square metres. 

As in the case of the vinalon factory, this 
mill, too, is built with our own design and tech- 
nique and equipped with home-made materials 
and equipment. 


As our country has a limited area of arable 
lana, we cannot expect much of natural fibre 
production. Consequently, the construction of the 
Shinuijoo Chemical Fibre Mill is of great’ impor- 
tance in solving the clothing question. 


When Premier Kim Il Sung visited the Shinui- 
Jco area in June 1958 he told the leading person- 
nel of this region to build a textile mill which 
will give more fabrics to the people from reed 
and maize stalks abundant in this region. He 
personally chose the building site. Then he as- 
signed the task of turning out staple fibre from 
reed and maize stalks to scientists. 


Responding to the Premier’s words, our scien- 
tists and technicians boldly tackled this problem. 
And in August 1958 they succeeded in securing 
artificial pulp from reed and maize stalks. 

Thus the great idea of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea of solving the question of clothing with 
the abundant raw materials at home and our 
technique is being translated into reality. 


When completed, the Shinuijoo Chemical Fibre 
Miil will produce annually 50,000 tons of pulp, 
and from this pulp 20,000 tons of staple fibre 
and 30,000 tons of paper will be obtained. 
Besides, waste liquor in the process of pulp 
making will be utilized as the raw material for 
nylon and the processing materials for vinyl 
chloride. 20,000 tons of staple fibre will give 110 
million metres of fabrics, or 11 metres of fabrics 
per head of the population. The mill will be 
equipped on up-to-date lines, with all the proces- 
ses mechanized and automated. 

Upholding the Premier’s instructions given at 
the Hamheung City mass rally held in May, the 
workers and_ technicians taking part in the con- 
struction of the mill are determined to complete 
by August 15, 1961, the 16th anniversary of the 
August 15 Liberation, the construction of the mill 
with the production capacities of 20,000 tons of 
chemical fibre, and 30,000 tons of paper. More, 
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equipment for producing 10,000 tons of chemical 
fibre will be installed. 

To finish the construction of the buildings in- 
cluding the pulp and staple fibre mills by August 
15, they will do tamping of concrete amounting 
t2 67,000 cubic metres, 480,000 cubic metres of 
earth work, laying of more than 300 kilometres 
of pipes, the production and assembling of some 
&,500 machines. They are determined to make a 
present of this mill to the Fourth Congress of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea which will convene 
in September. 

In a matter of two and a half years since Pre- 
mier Kim Il Sung’s visit to Shinuijoo in June 
1958, the building workers there, with the active 
assistance from the people in the province, com- 
pleted many projects: a big up-to-date spinning 
mill with 100,000 spindles and a weaving mili 
equipped with 1,500 weaving machines and 
others. They are now all out to finish the con- 
struction of the pulp and staple fibre mills. From 
among. the constructors scores of Chullima (wing- 
ed horse) work-teams have emerged. These Chul- 
lima work-teams and numbers of shock brigades 
are taking the lead in all work. 

'A shock brigade of bricklayers, for example, 
has raised its daily record to 12,000 bricks a day 
frem 3,000. Another shock brigade of concrete 
workers has tripled the daily average. 

What is more, builders are concentrating their 
efforts on the major objects while designs and the 
production of building materials precede the ac- 
tual construction, thereby shortening the time 
needed for construction. And, at the same time, 
mechanization has been introduced to all hard, 
arduous work. 

The workers of the Rakwon Machine-building 
Plant, Kangsun Steel Works, Daian Electric Ap- 
pliances Factory and many other factories and 
enterprises are waging a tireless struggle to sup- 
ply the mill with machines, equipment and mat- 
erials in time. The workers of the Rakwon Ma- 
chine-building Plant, for example, are conducting 
a movement to turn out extra machines to supply 
more machines and equipment in time to the mill. 

Then the reed growers and the agricultural co- 
op members in North Pyongan Province are re- 
solved to open 3,000 jungbo of new reed fields 
this year and 20,000 jungbo in the future to en- 
sure the mill with a constant flow of the raw ma- 
terials, reed. 


CHUNGJIN CHEMICAL FIBRE MILL 


The Chungjin Chemical Fibre Mill is in the 
northern port town of Chungjin. Upholding the 
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Premier’s instructions, the orkers of tkis mill, 
too, are now energetically striving to expand 
the mill. They are determined to equip the mill 
to have» a capacity of 25,000 ions by the com- 
ing August 15 liberation anniversary so as to — 
produce by the end of the year 20,000 tons of — 
rayon yarn and staple fibre. This figure is 13.2 
times greater than in the pre-liberation year of 
1944 or 12.6 times the pre-war year of 1949. 

The U.S. imperialists played havoc with the 
mill during the Korean war. | 

Since the armistice, our Party has directed © 
great concern to the rehabilitation and expansion 
of this mill which holds an important position in 
promoting the people’s welfare. In July 1957 the 
production of rayon yarn was resumed again and © 
large quantities of staple fibre were produced. 4 

Today, the Chungjin Chemical Fibre Mill has © 
grown into a large mill producing snore than 
18,000 tons of rayon yarn and staple fibre annu- 
ally, its technicians and experts numbering some © 
400. 

To carry out their determination, the workers 
and technicians of the mill are working to put 
all the reserves into full play. Moreover, innova-~ 
tions and rationalization ideas are being present-" 
ed for mechanization of work and for puiting the 
work processes on stream line, which will save 
12,000 mandays a year. Then a sulfuric acid fac- 
tory with an annual capacity of 30,000 tons and 
a 7,000-ton capacity bisulfate carbon factory will 
be completed by August 15 this year. Now the 
workers work under these slogans: 

“Cherish your machine!’’ “‘Keep tools in good 
order!’ “‘No accident, No rejects.” 

Efforts are also being made for raising th 
quality of yarn. The workers of the mill are en 
deavoring to raise the quality of staple fibre and 
rayon yarn they produce to the world level befor 
the Fourth Congress of the Workers’ Party ob 
Korea. 

At the Ryongsung Machine-building Piant, the 
Pyongyang Textile Machine Factory, the Nampo 
Glass Mill and other factories and enterprises 
which are supporting the expansion of this mill 
a fierce labour struggle for increased productio 
is going on with more heightened labour zeal. 

The workers of the Ryongsung Machine-build 
ing Plant who have determined to overfulfil thei 
plan over two times are working hard to make 
the mill’s. machines and equipment assigned t¢ 
them far ahead of schedule. 

Enjoying the comradely assistance of man} 
mills and factories, the construction of the 
Chungjin and Shinuijoo Chemical Fibre Mills is 
making brisk headway.

ducing shops established in big factories, the: 
producers’ co-ops improved, and the raw mate- 
rial bases expanded. As a result, the Pyongyang 
Textile Mill, the Koosung Textile Mill, the 
Ryongsung Meat Processing Factory, a vinyl 
chloride factory with an annual _ production 
capacity of 6,000 tons, a dyestuff factory of an 
annual capacity of 900 tons, and many others. 
came into being. 

The construction of the vinalon factory was. 
finished at the beginning of May this year. 
The vinalon factory will produce annually 
20,000 tons of vinalon from which we can 
obtain 150 million metres of good _ quality 
fabrics. Before long the Shinuijoo Chemical 
Fibre Factory will begin operation and at pre- 
sent many new factories including the Chungjin 
Chemical Fibre Factory are being built or ex- 
pended. The completion of all these factories 
will greatly strengthen the material bases of 
the central light industrial facteries. 

Great achievements have also been  regis- 
tered in the local industry. Particularly, the 
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‘Enlarged Plenum of the Central Committee of 
-the Workers’ Party of Korea held in June 1958 
-was a turning point in the development of light 
industry and, at the same time, demonstrated 
‘the wise guidance given by the Party to the 
-economic construction. 

At the initiative of Comrade Kim Il Sung, 
‘the Plenum worked out a series of measures 
designed to build local factories throughout the 
country utilizing all the facilities, raw materi- 
als and other supplies, technique and labour 
‘power latent in the localities. 

Following the Plenum, in only 3-4 months 
-over 1,000 new factories made their appearan- 
-ces in local districts. Now every city and county 
has its own industrial bases and the whole 
country is covered with a dense network of

-won Province, for an example. It began operation 


‘in September 1958 with two hand looms. After

Former private enterprisers and 
handicraftsmen embraced in the socialist economy 
have become socialist workers. : 

All this caused acceleration in the light in- 


dustrial production. In 1960 the light industrial 2 


output was 2.8 times that in 1957, of which © 
the output of the central industry was 1.9 times 


and the local industry 3.9 times. Now the local q 


industry turns out half of the consumer goods of 
the country. 

The lop-sidedness in the structure of the light — 
industry has also been eliminated while new 
branches have been added. As a result, many 
new products, high quality fabrics, resin and 
vinyl products of all kinds as well as canned 
goods are being turned out. 

Now that a great number of factories have 
sprung up throughout the country the production 
is brought closer to the raw material bases. Thus 
unnecessary transport of goods has been reduced 
and a more effective use of raw materials, other 
materials and the labour latent in the locai 
districts has become possible. As a result, labour 
productivity has risen and the production costs 
have gone down. 

Great as they are we cannot be con- 
tent with our achievements, for the 
material and cultural requirements of 
the people keep growing. 

Today, the demand for various kinds 
— of better quality foodstuffs, fabrics and 

a - daily necessaries is rising. Hence, the 
call for consumer goods in greater 
quantities. One of the principal tasks 
of the Seven-Year Plan is to radically 
improve the people’s living. 

The resolution of the March 1961 
Plenum of the C.C. of the Workers:

“To decisively raise the quality of 
foodstuffs and daily necessaries and 
continuously extend their variety—this 
‘is one of the key problems which our 
Party has to solve immediately.”

Moreover, it called 
for firm raw material bases for light

It set the 
task of extending the variety of 
jight industrial gocds and rais- 
ing their quality to the world 
jevel within the next 2 or 3 
years.

{ or developing the daily necessa- 
ries industry, the Party laid stress 
on organizing workteams in ur- 
ban communities, mostly with 
jousewives. In their production 
ictivities, the workteam is closely 
inked with the light industrial 
factories nearby. 
These workteams have many 
advantages: firstly, they are 
4 losely linked with the  well- 
quipped, modern light industrial 
enterprises so as to enable them 
) play a positive role in the 
roduction of more consumer 
foods; they provide the working 
eople with .the opportunity to boost their in- 
omes; and they educate the people in socialist 
msciousness through productive labour and col- 
ctive life. This year the varieties of the con- 
un ler goods will be expanded to 20.000-22,000. 
It is true there are many problems to be 
olved in the field of light industry. However,

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U.S. Violations of Korean Armistice Agreement. 


JANG JUNG HWAN

T is now eight years since the Fatherland Libe- 
I ration War, the war that the Korean people 
fought against the armed invasion of the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors, ended in the historic vic- 
tory for the Korean people with the conclusion 
of the armistice on July 27, 1953. 

The armistice provided for the complete ter- 
mination of hostilities and all sorts of armed acti- 
vities in Korea and for the withdrawal from Ko- 
rea of all foreign troops, thus paving the way for 
the peaceful unification of Korea, the national 
aspiration of the Korean people. 

Ever since the conclusion of the armistice the 
Korean-Chinese side has strictly abided by the 
provisions and has done its best to convert the 
armistice into a lasting peace, taking all practical 
measures for the peaceful settlement of the Ko- 
rean question. 

To remove the tension in Korea and expedite 
the peaceful unification of Korea, the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea reduced, of its own 
accord, the strength of the Korean People’s 
Army by 80,000 with the corresponding military 
equipment and combat materials. Moreover, the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea proposed 
repeatedly that North and South Korea reduce 
the armed forces to 100,000 or less respectively 
and make declaration that they will not use force 
against each other. 

Especially, the complete withdrawal in 1958 
of the Chinese People’s Volunteers from Korea 
opened a new phase for the peaceful settlement 
of the Korean question. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors should have 
followed the suit of the C.P.Vs. On the contrary, 
they have not abandoned the aggressive designs 
on Korea, hindering in every way the peaceful 
settlement of the Korean question, the final aim 
of the armistice. They have pursued a course of 
preparing for a new war. 

For the indefinite occupation of South Korea, 
even before the ink was dry on the Armistice 
Agreement, Washington concluded in August 
1953 with the Syngman Rhee clique the “‘South 
Korea-U.S. Mutual Defence Pact.’’ Then they 
wrecked the ‘“‘political conference of higher 
level” provided for in Paragraph 60 of the 
Armistice Agreement. It is stipulated in Para- 
graph 60 of the Armistice Agreement that both 
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sides should appoint respectively their represen- 
tatives to the political conference of higher level 
of both sides within three months after the 
Armistice Agreement is signed and becomes” 
effective, to settle through negotiation the ques- 
tions of the withdrawal of all foreign forces from 
Korea, the peaceful settlement of the Korean 
question, etc. 

In October 1953 a preliminary meeting on the 
convocation of the political conference was held 
in Panmunjom. 

At this meeting our side made every sincere 
effort for an early convocation of the conference. 
The U.S. imperialists, however, took a tactic of 
filibustering. 

They argued that the governments of the coun- 
tries which were to represent themselves at the 
political conference would be bound only by 
specific agreemenis they endorsed, or the gov- 
ernments of the neutral states invited to the con- 
ference could not make a fcormal motion or pro- 
posal. From the outset, the U.S. was against the 
withdrawal of their aggressive troops from South 
Korea and the peaceful settiement of the Kore- 
an question. And finally on December 12, 1953, 
they staged a walk-out from the conference hali. 
Thus they wrecked the political confertnce for 
the peaceful solution of the Korean question. 

At the 1954 Geneva Conference for the peace- 
ful settlement of the Korean question, the U.S. 
delegate rejected outright the just and fair pro- 
posals put forward by the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea on the 
peaceful unification of Korea, and scuttled the 
conference. Such systematic, outrageous acts of 
the U.S. imperialists placed a serious obstacle in’ 


the way of the peaceful solution of the Korean 
question. ' 
However, even under the circumstances, the 


Government of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea made time and again proposals on the 
North-South contacts and neogtiations for mutual 
understanding and co-operation, removal of 
mutual distrust and for the country’s peaceful 
unification through all-Korea free general elec- 
tions. 4 

At the same time, the D.P.R.K. Government 
proposed to solve, above all, pressing national 
problems. It proposed the effecting of North- 
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; South economic and cultural intercourse, the en- 
uring of travel to visit the family members liv- 
ne apart in North and South Korea, and the 
nening of postal service. It even expressed on 
: any occasions its readiness to render aid to the 
jouth Korean jobless workers and foodless peas- 
, calamity-stricken people, vagrant orphans 
nd to give scholarship to the South Korean 
youth anxious to study. Then more than once our 
de proposed to the U.S. side to give all Kore- 
ans desiring to travel between the North and the 
guth special permissions to cross the demarca- 
on line and demilitarized zone. 

Paragraphs 7, 8 and 9 of the Armistice Agree- 
ment stipulate that people who wish to cross the 
marcation line for the purpose of travel can 
nter the military controlled area of either side 
the permission of the Military Armistice 
Sommission and either side. 

Accordingly, the proposals of our side fully 
sorded not only with the unanimous aspirations 
the Korean people but also with the provisions 
the Armistice Agreement. Yet, the U.S. im- 
fialists rejected all these proposals. Even they 
used -the offer of relief goods from the North 
rean people to their compatriots in South Ko- 
a suffering from calamities. 

What is more, in violation of the provisions 
the Armistice Agreement on the repatriation 
the POWs, the U.S. side forced by means of 
ror and threat more than 48,000 POWs of our 
into the Syngman Rhee and Chiang Kai-shek 
mies.

More, the U.S. military 
aircraft flew over Mt. Baikdoo to violate the air 


.space of the People’s Republic of China. 


In the period from the ceasefire to April 
30, 1961, U.S. violations of our air _ space, 
against which our side made formal protest, 
number 663, involving 1,351 planes. The 
American side, in violation of the provisions of 
the Armistice Agreement on prohibiting any 
hostile acts against the opposing side and on 
controlling and maintaining the Demilitarized 
Zone, let armed personnel enter the area under 
the control of our side to launch armed raids, 
Shooting and shelling, and smuggled agents into 
the area of our side. It was learned that among 
those who were smuggled into our zone and 
caught by our side were some who were trained 
under the direction of U.S. delegation to the 
Military Armistice Commission. 

Paragraph 15 of the Armistice Agreement 
provides that ‘‘all opposing naval forces shall 
respect the waters contiguous to the Demilita- 
rized Zone and to the land area of Korea under 
the military control of the opposing side, and 
shall not engage in blockade of any kind of 
Korea.”’ 

Notwithstanding this, the U.S. side frequently 
dispatched destroyers, subchasers and_ vari- 
ous naval ships, armed boats and personnel to 
our eastern and western waters and coastal land. 
They raided our vessels and 
kidnapped our 
areas. 

Take one of innumerable cases for example. 
On the morning of December 19, 1960, a 
group of U.S. naval vessels intruded into our 
territorial waters 1.5 miles south-east of Soonwi 
Island.

operative in Bookchung County, South Hamk- 
yung Province adopted a series of important 
decisions, at the initiative of Premier Kim 
Il Sung, on turning mountains and slopes. into 
orchards and mulberry groves, emphasizing the 
significance of the overall development of 
agriculture. 

Calling upon the nation to follow the exam- 
ples of the agricultural co-ops in Bookchung 
County which had scored great successes in fruit 
growing on mountains and slopes, the Presidium 
laid down the task of expanding the orchard 
acreage by 200,000 jungbo, the mulberry gro- 
ves by 40,000 jungbo in the following four or 
five years. These figures will make the country’s 
total orchard acreage 300,000 jungbo and the 
mulberry groves over 100,000 jungbo. 

The Bookchung decisions have been most 
warmly welcomed by the people, inspiring them 
to political zeal and labour enthusiasm. 

Experiences gained by the agricultural co-ops 
in Bookchung will be of significance. They put 
the country’s pomiculture in a different perspec- 
“tive inasmuch as Korea is a mountainous coun- 
try. 

The agricultural co-ops in Bookchung have 
developed a new method of fruif growing by 
cultivating fruit trees on the terraced mountain 
slopes. And they have been very successful. 
Almost every mountain, high and low, in the 
county is covered with fruit trees. Orchards 
account for 11 per cent of the total acreage 
of cultivated area. Most of the orchards are 
on the slopes of 20 and 30 degrees. Yet, last 
year the per jungbo yield reached 23 tons on an 
average. No less than 41.2 per cent of the total 
earnings of the co-ops came from the fruit 
selling. Particularly, the Moonhwa Agricultural 
Co-operative distributed 800 won in cash_ to 
each family from the sale of fruits. 

Successes registered in Bookchung County 
has shown that if the Party’s policy for utilizing 
the mountainous areas is fully carried out, 
there are ample possibilities for the country to 
expand the orchard areas to 300,000 jungbo 
at least, with little difficulty. 

The whole country was quick in responding 
to the call of the Presidium of the Party 
Central Committee. A gigantic nature-remaking 
project is under way everywhere. 

Young people of South Hamkyung Province 
are resolved to expand the acreage of orchards 
, and mulberry groves in the province to 40,000 
and 15,000 jungbo respectively within the 
next four or five years. Now they are working 
to open at least 20,000 jungbo of orchards 
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before September in honour of the coming 
Fourth Party Congress. Members of the Bong. 
hwa Agricultural Co-operative in Kaechun, 
South Pyongan Province, reclaimed mountain 
slopes of 25-80. degrees to gain 30 jungho of 
orchards and 40 jungbo of mulberry trees in 
the past few years.

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Women’s Rights 
in Our Country 


T HIS year marks the 15th anni- 
versary of the “Law on Equality 
of Sex" in our country which was 
proclaimed on July 30, 1946. 

As Article 1 of the Law states, 
women in the D.P.R.K. are accorded 
“equal rights with men in all spheres 
of state, economic, culfural, and poli- 
tical life." However, the equality 
of sex in our country did not come 
of itself, but is a product of long 
years of struggle. 

The struggle for women's righis 
witnessed a turning point in the 
period of the anti-Japanese pariisan 
struggle led by Comrade 
Kim tl Sung in the 1930's. 


Article 7 of the 10-point Program-— 


me of the Fatherland Restoration As- 
sociation, personally drafted by 
Comrade Kim II Sung and publish- 
ed in May 1936, reads as follows: 

“Abolish inequality between the 
nobility and commonalty and other 
inequalities; ensure equal rights ir- 
respective of sex, nationality and 
religious belief; and enhance the so- 
cial status of women and respect 
their personality.” 

The 10-point Programme of the 
Fatherland Resteration Association 
offered a new perspective for the 
social liberation of women who had 
jong suffered maltreatment and humi- 
liation.

Today under the people's power 
the’ Korean women enjoy equal 
rights with men in_ the political 
sphere. They have the right to elect 
and to be elected fo organs of state 
power. There are at present 27 
women deputies to the Supreme 
People's Assembly and some 16,579 
women deputies to local people’s 
assemblies at all levels. 

Women take an active part in all 
fields of the national economy. They 
made up 35 per cent of the total 
factory and office workers and tech- 
nicians. However, in sharp contrast 
with North Korea, in South Korea 
under U.S. occupation only 5 per 
cent of the total remale labour force 
has jobs. 

In the spheres of education, health, 
and commerce the role of women 
is almost decisive. For instance, over 
60 per cent of the store managers 
are women. No less important is 
their role in the field of culture and 
art, with many notable achievements 
to their credit. 

Under the solicitude of the Party, 
a broad avenue for higher learning 
is opened for women. The number 
of women specialists are on the 
increase year after year and al- 
ready the number of wemen Bache- 
lor of Arts, engineers, and techni- 
cians stands at some 18,500. Besides, 
a great number of women are hold- 
ing leading positions in the Party, 
the Government and social organi- 
zations, playing an important role 
in implementing the policies of the 
Party.

T HE murmur of water in the brook and the 
azaleas on the hillside suggested the ad- 
vent of spring. 

War was still going on. The U.S. planes in- 
vaded as far as here, the town of Chungsoo on 
the Korea-China borderline.

It was with deep impressions that Dr. Li Seung 
Ki remembered the National Conference of 
Scientists held in Pyongyang not long before. 
The conference was honoured with the presence 
of Premier Kim Il Sung. 

Addressing the scientists gathered from all

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parts of the country, Premier Kim I] Sung told 
about the Korean people’s victory and the reha- 
bilitation and construction plan to be tackled fol- 
lowing the termination of the war. 


Premier Kim Il Sung stressed that for the early 
restoration from war damage and construction 
after the war people would be required to make 
creative endeavour -and scientists would have to 
display their talent to the full. He then dwelt or 
the grand post-war construction programme. 


It was obvious that the Premier, as the Supreine 
Commander of the People’s Army, was having a 
busy time mapping out plans of military opera 
tions. But he had already worked out a grand pro- 
gramme of post-war construction. 


During a recess at the conference — session 
Premier Kim Il Sung personally had talk with Dr 
Li Seung Ki. 

The Premier asked him about his researci 
work and told him that the Party Central Com 
mittee was expecting much of him. > 

The Premier then said: 

“The enemy wants to strip our people of their 
last piece of cloth. Our people have suffered much 
Nevertheless, they are brave all the same. Itt 


even today most of women in South 
Korea are still in the mire of ignor- 
ance and illiteracy. 

Women in the North are also play- 
ing an active role in the construc- 
tion of rural economy. There are 
140 women co-op managerial chair- 
men, many women workteam and 
sub-wotkteam leaders. Many of 
agro- and live-stock fechnicians are 
also. women. 

In defence of their country, the 
Korean women demonstrated un- 
paralleled heroism and exploits dur- 
ing the Korean war, and seven of 
them were conferred the title of 
Hero of the D.P.R.K. 

In the post-war reconstruction 
period, there emerged twenty-two 
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Labour Heroines, and some 30,000 
women were decorated by the gov- 
ernment. Then there are several 
women People’s and Merited Art- 
istes. 


With the improvement in the liv- 
ing standard and free medical ser- 
vices, the life span of women shows 
a 20 year increase over the pre- 
liberation days. However, in sharp 
contrast, the longevity of women in 
South Korea shows a three-year de- 
crease compared with the pre-libera- 
tion days.

7,626 creches and 4,470 kindergar- 
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tens, where some 679,000 babies

St was commissioned, and in Hichun of the 
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mountainous province of Jagang a machine-tool 
factory and a precision instruments plant went 
up. 

Ore mines were deveioped one after the other, 
and coal output increased. 

The Soopoong Hydro-power Staticn with an an- 
nual generating capacity of 700,000 kw was re- 
stored and many new hydro-power plants came. 
into being. 

Electricity found its way even to the out-of- 
the-way villages. In all parts of the ccuntry irri- 
gation facilities were built to bring an end to crop 
failure. 

The Kiyang Tractor Factory and the Dukchun 
Automobile Plant, each with an annual production 
capacity of 7,000, came into being. The 
automated textile mills, the Ryongsung Meat 
Processing Factory and the Shinpo Fish Cannery 
began operation. 

A blue-print of a grand project—a vinalon fac- 
tory--was drawn up. 

The industrial district of Hamheung was 
chosen as the site of the planned factory cover- 
ing over 500,000 square metres. 

A group of scientists and designers arrived at 
the site with the blue-print of a giant factory 
which would annually give 20,000 tons. of 
vinalon. Dr. Li Seung Ki was one of them. More 
than 50 buildings were to be erected. 

Soon builders came from different parts of the 
country—welders who had _ their share in re- 
building the Hwanghai Iron Works, young con- 
struction workers who took part in constructing 
the Dokro Power Station, assembly workers froin 
the Koosung Machine-tool Factory, metal workers 
and bricklayers. Soldiers of the Peopie’s Army 
volunteered to take part in the construction.

“VINALON SPEED” 


Battles started on the marshy land overgrown 
with reed. Work proceeded at a quick pace since 
it started in early April 1960. Sparks from weld: 
ing machines were to be seen all night through. 

Difficulties and obstacles cropped up. But no 
one wavered a bit. Mutual assistance and help 
—eollective Spirit was the _Source of the work- 
ers’ vigor.

On August 28, Premier Kim Hl Sung came to 


‘the construction site: He set forth the task of 


pushing forward the profect with nation-wide ef- 
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forts and called for: ‘‘All for building the vinalon 
factory!’’ 

The workers pledged themselves to complete the 
factory by May 1, 1961. 

For the builders of the vinalon factory, the 
day of Premier’s visit was an unforgettable day. 
They answered the Premier’s instructions by re- 
gistering innovations and working wonders. 
Shock brigades were formed. 

They overfulfilled their quotas, three times as 
much as the previous quotas, setting up new re- 
cords. But even new records were broken the 
next day. Some shock brigade exceeded its auota 
by 400 per cent. But the third brigade registered 


still higher record, overfulfilling its quota by 
900 pér cent. 
People called this amazing speed ‘Vinalon 
Speed.” 
Reporters had come to cover the ‘‘Vinalon 


Speed.” They talked with the innovators who 
had built a concrete mixing yard with a daily 
capacity of 1,000 cubic metres. They had con- 
versations with the men who were assemblying 
on a building 32 metres high large-size precast 
units weighing 15-20 tons in the biting cold. 

The reporters were eager to know from where 
the builders derived their energy. 

“Our grandmothers and mothers were going 
about in tatters in the days of Japanese rule,” 
the builders said. ‘“‘But things are altogether dif- 
ferent today,’ they went on, ‘‘and you can im- 
agine how wonderful things will be when the fac- 
tory goes into operation. Fine dresses for our 
children. Why shouldn't we devote our whole en- 
ergy to this work?” 

One is struck with deep admiration to hear the 
story of an armyman named Li In Shik who is 
just past twenty in his age. While working on the 
construction site he noticed the rope holding a 
nine-ton column coming loose. If the column falls? 
It would probably entail calamity on some 100 
people. He lost no time to dash to the column, 
took hold of the rope and, supporting his body 
with the help of a post, tightened the rope to 
check the column from falling. He felt as if both 
of his arms were getting out of joint. The arms 
became numb. His comrades-in-arms came to his 
help. The column was put back in the original 
position. 

Reporters visited Li In Shik at his room to have 
an interview. ‘The soldier, one of his arms in 
bandage, told the visitors who were anxious to 
know from where he derived his self-sacrificing 
spirit. 

“I’m a People’s Army soldier. My predecessors 
blocked enemy embrasures with ‘their bodies. 
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Should the enemy again dare to invade our land, 
I’ll crush them by laying down even my life.” 
Meanwhile, engineers moved their offices to 
the construction site. “Work at the construction 
site to learn from the builders and teach them!” 
This was the watchword of the engineers. Some 
engineers had been away from their home for 
several months. Reporters, who were eager to 
get acquainied with what had given rise to the 
“Vinalon Speed,’’ were told: 2 


“On August 28 when Premier Kim I] Sung

Li Keum Soon, workteam leader at the Hani

Reporters learned from_her that she had decided 
to do at the construction site the share of her 
husband killed in battle and her parents killed by 
the U.S. soldiers during the enemy’s occupation 
of her native town. 7 

Reporters heard a queer story—the armymen on 
the construction site were not acting on orders, 
Was it true? They wondered. Here is the real 
story. There was a strict order to put light out 
at 23:00 in billets and no one was allowed to ge 
to work at night. But soidiers stealed out of their 
billets and went to the construction site. The 
squad leader sent one of the men on duty to look 
for the ‘‘missing’’ men somewhere on the com 
struction site. But the messenger himself, finding 
the soldiers working on the construction site 
joined them, forgetting to report to the squa¢ 
leader. Later the squad leader himself looked fo 
the men on the construction site. A lively song 
was heard from the construction site.

‘As days passed by, the “‘Vinalon Town’ was 
ore and more beautifuly trimmed. The construc- 
m site seemed to be a reduced copy of the 
luntry where an paradise of socialism was un- 
r brisk construction. 

‘The whole nation rose up to help the construc- 
on. Iron works, machine plants, ore mines, col- 
ries, power stations, agricultural co-ops, fish- 
ries, and lumber stations sent their products to 
€ construction site, expressing their warm en- 
ouragement. 

‘More than 50 large factories and many medium 
id small locally-run factories volunteered to as- 
st the construction of the vinalon factory. Among 
h were the Ryengsung Machine-building Piant 
ich produced large-size machines, toothed gears 
i other equipment, the Bookjoong and Ranam 
achine Factories which made various pipes, the 
ctric appliances factories in Daian and Pyong- 
ing which supplied various metres and electric 
Otors of all sizes, the locally-run Hamheung 
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Machine Factory which ensured the production of 
accessories of amperemeters, and the locally-rum 
Hamheung Farm Machine Factory which produced 
many accessories. 

Indeed, the construction of the vinalon factory 
was the matter of nation-wide concern. 

The following is what Byun Seung Kwon, a2 
worker of the 17th Construction Trust under the 
Heavy Industry Commission, wrote to his mother 
in his native place: 

“..Look at this cotton and a piece of cloth en- 
closed herewith. How soft the piece is and how 
nice it looks! They are the trial products of the 
factory we are now building. 

“Dear mother, this nice, strong cloth is made 
from limestone. This limestone is inexhaustibly 
buried under the land of our country. Ali this is 
cloth! When the vinalon factory is commissioned, 
the cloth will pour out like water from waterfalls. 
I often recall the bitter past under Japanese rule. 
I still remember the holidays when you patched up 
the old clothes of my brothers for my holiday 
best. Then you would hide tears in your eyes. 
We had been so poor. But it has become a thing 
of the past.” 

Overjoved the old mother hurried to her 
neighbours iG show off the ‘cloth made from 
stone.” 

In the: evening, ‘co-op members of the village 
gathered at the democratic publicity hall and wrote 
a letter to Byun Seung Kwon as following: 

“The piece of cloth you have sent us is aw- 
fully good. We only hope that the construction of 
the vinalon factory will be speeded up and as 
much vinalon fabrics as possible be supplied to 
us. 

“To repay you we will certainly emerge victori- 

ous in the movement for boosting grain yield by 
one million tons, the tasks the Pariy assigned to 
us...” 
Youth League member Kwon Joon Kyoo of the 
Kiljoo locomotive yard, who was spending his 
vacation helping the constructors, wrote in his 
diary: 

“When shall I tell my native people about this 
miraculous project in which I am now taking part? 
If a dyke one metre high and one metre wide were 
built . with the earth excavated here, it would 
stretch from Chungjin to Kaesong via Kowon and 
Pyongyang. If a one square metre pole were 
erected with the concrete tamped here, it would 
be 3 timzs the height of Mt. Baikdoo. If the 
bricks laid here were placed in a row, it would 
cover 4,000 kilometres and if the pipes were laid 
straight, it would take for 14 hours for an ex- 
press train to cover the length. 
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“Short as the period is, nearly one month of 
‘my voluntary labour service might be helpful to 
‘this magnificent project. This period will be al- 
‘ways in my memory as a period full of romance 
and pride. But I am barred to write this happy 
news to my native town in South Korea. 

“I feel burning indignation. Even at this time 
the U.S. soldiers with carbine rifles are swag- 
gering about the pier of my native port-town 
which I loved so much in my boyhood. 

“And even at this hour, hopeless, hunger-strick- 
en orphans in rags must be wandering on that 
same pier...”

' A member of a Soviet tourist group who arrived 
here after his sightseeing the beautiful scenery 
of Mt. Keumgang expressed his impression that 
though the nature of Korea was the finest of ali, 
the achievements attained by her people were 
more fine than her nature.

| have just read this Korean 
legend.

| have not had much time during 
my short visit to Korea. But | was 
aware of this Chullima spirit every- 
where: in the Hwanghai Iron 
Works constructed in 1946, but 85 
per cent of which was destroyed 
during the war, now with an 
output of 5 times more than before 
1944; in the Pyongyang Textile 
and Silk Mills; in the South Pyong- 
an Provincial Hospital, then in the 
Dance School or on the stage, ia 
new writings; on the bank of 
Rimjin River; even in the demilita- 
rized zone at Panmunjom, in vil- 
lages on the hills near Kaesong. 


In the city of Pyongyang a great

statue of Chullima is being built,’ 
towering high in the sky, to be 
seen from every corner of the. 
capital. 


The Chullima way of living stands 
for everyone working for the soci-. 
alist construction in Korea. It also 
reflects the Korean culture, in lite- 
rature, dance, music, stage, and in 
film, all national in style, social- 
ist in content. 


Classical literature has been re- 
evaluated. The Tale of Shim Chung 
is a proof of this. The Chullima in art 
reflects the people's fantasy in 
carrying out socialist construction. 
It is a good combination of tra- 
ditions and the revolutionary art. 
As a whole the traditional life of 
the Korean people, who suffered:

2 min. 1.2 sec., that is, 3.3 sec. bet- 
ter than the world record.
